Aleksey Osipovich Ivanovskiy (1863-1903), Russian orientalist, 
studied Chinese and Manchu philology at the St.Petersburg University 
(graduated in 1885), travelled in China in 1889-1891. Well-versed also in 
Mongolian, Tibetan and Buddhist studies, he taught at the St .Petersburg 
University from 1891 , published papers and books, among them materials 
for the history of minorities of South- Western China (1887-1889), a 
Manchu reader (Man'czurskaja chrestomatija 1-2, 1893-1895), a study 
on Spatharius' mission (Zapiski VosL Otd Russk, ArcheoL Obsc., vol. 2, 
1888), Chinese songs of Northern Manchuria (ZVORAO, vol. 8, 1895) 
and the Mandjurica, the first and only issue of a planned series (1894). 

As its sub-title shows, it presents materials for the study of two 
small but interesting Altaic languages spoken in Northern Manchuria and 
some other parts of China. Both Solon and Dagur (Dahur or Daur) 
represent isolated idioms of their group. The first which belongs to the 
Tungus branch of the Manchu-Tungus group is now the southernmost 
Tungus dialect. Dagur, a Mongol island in the Sino-Manchu world, 
conserves some archaic pecularities and peculiar irmovations, important 
for the Mongolian as well as Altaic language history. In some degree Dagur 
may also be considered a surviving variety of the language of the Kitan. 

Despite the great advance of Altaic studies in this century, materials 
concerning Solon and Dagur remain insufficient. Nicholas Poppe's 
important monographs (Dagnrskoe narecie, Leningrad 1930, Matehaly po 
solonskomu jazyku, Leningrad 1931) and his edition of a Hailar Dagur- 
Manchu glossary (Asia Major X, 1934) describe the Hailar dialect of these 
languages, of which Hailar Dagur is less archaic than the Nonni dialects 
(see also his Introduction to Mongolian Comparative Studies, Helsinki 
1955, and his Introduction to Altaic Linguistics y Wiesbaden 1965). Samuel 
E.Martin's Dagur Mongolian Grammar, Texts and Lexicon (Bloomington 
1961) is based on the speech of one informant, Peter Urgunge Onon, a 
Naun Dagur (from the same informant we have W.M. Austin's Brief 
Outline and Hattori Shiro's notes, see Martin, p.l). Louis Ligeti published 
only some data from his rich materials collected in the Nonni (Nairn) 
Valley and in Hailar (see e.g his Rapport preliminaire, Budapest-Leipzig 
1933, Les mots solons dans un ouvrage chinois des Ts'ing, in Acta Orient. 
Hung, IX, 1959, Les anciens elements mongols dans le mandchou, in Acta 
Orient. Hung X, 1960 etc., AOH IX with further bibliogiaphical data 
including Kamikami Raisaburo's Soron zoku no shakai, Tokyo 1940). 



Some Dagur booklets were printed in China in an experimental and 
ephemeral Dagur Cyrillic orthography (1957); these booklets representing 
the archaic Qiqihar (Tsitsihar) dialect give further important instruction 
for the student of Dagur. Dagur is also discussed in B JCh.Todaeva's works 
dealing with Mongol languages and dialects of China {Mongol 'skie jazykii 
dialekty Kitafa, Moskva 1960, etc.) and some Inner Mongolian papers (e.g. 
by Cinggeltei in Mongyol kele bicig, 1957-1958). 

Earlier records like those of Fedor V. Muromskiy who worked in the 
first decade of this century in the Di Region of East Turkestan are also of 
great value. Most of his posthumous papers are now accessible in Stanislaw 
Kahizynski's exemplary publications (Rocznik Orientalistyczny XXXII:2, 
XXXIII: 1—2; Die Sprache des mandschurischen Stammes Sibe aus der 
Gegend von Kuldscha, Warszawa 1977). 

„In the multi-national population of Northern Manchuria, un- 
doubtedly the Scions and the Dahurs are the most interesting for 
ethnography and linguistics. Not long ago the Solons' name thundered 
wherever the troops of the proper (so-called Eight Bannered) army of the 
ruling Manchu dynasty of China entered, while the Dahur language is now 
so much accepted, that Chinese merchants, not learning, for its uselessness, 
the Manchu language, do not fail to speak Dahur, as the majority of the 
customers speak this language" - wrote Ivanovskiy in his introduction 
(p.I). He visited Mergen and Qiqihar in 1890 (from the end of August till 
the beginning of November) and had an earlier knowledge of Dagur 
in Donchifa, a village near Aigun. In his record he uses the Russian 
linguistic alphabet. His Solon materials are from 1 1 informants (S 1-5 of 
Butkha, S 6 from a Dagur opium-smoker, Nongibu, of Mergen, S 7 from a 
Manchu clerk in Mergen; S 1-7 = „Oronchon-Solon"; S 8-11 = „Manegir 
Solon"), Dagur words and sentences were recorded from 8 informants 
including Dagurs of Mergen (D 2 from Nongibu; D 3-4), of Donchifa (D 
6—7 on the Russian side of the Amur near Aigun), from a village near 
Aigun (D 9), from Aigun itself (D 8) and from a Mongol -Chinese of 
Mukden who lived then in Mergen. 

Ivanovskiy gives 25 Solon and 28 Dagur sentences as well as 6 Sino- 
Dagur proverbs and some Manchu-Dagur parallel text fragments in Manchu 
characters (pp. 1—15), a list of Solon words (pp. 15-35), a list of Dagur 
words (pp. 36—73), and an appendix which is a short glossary of words 
said to be Bargu-Mongolian (pp. 74-76). Pp. 77-79 bear corrections and 
additions.
